While  he  ftands  in  aftonilhment  the  other  Piifture  changes 
Tikewife,  and  reprefents  Harlequin  and  Kitty  embracing  — 
upon  which  the  Jew  runs  out  in  the  greatelt  furprize.

A  melancholy  Tune  is  l 
play’d,  while  feveral  Ladies  of  Pleafure  (alias  unfortunate 
fVomen)  are  led  crofs  the  Stage  as  going  to  Bridewell ,  - 
with  Kitty  and  h^r  Maid,  the  Bawd,  &c.  Three  Juftices  j 
bring  up  the  Rear.  —  Scene  changes  to  Bridewell .  The 
Women  are  difcover’d  all  leaning  in  an  indolent  manner  I 
upon  their  Blocks. ' — The  Keeper  enters,  and  feeing  them 
fo'idle,  threatens  to  beat  ’em  —  as  they  take  up  their  Ham¬ 
mers  and  Beetles,  and  are  going  to  beat,  the  Blocks  all 
vanifli,  and  in  their  Head  appear  Harlequin,  Scaramouch,  ^ 
‘Pierrot,  and  Mezetiiuzzch  takes  out  his  Lady  to  dance,  and

The  Scene  changes  to  the  Ridotto  al  Frefco ,  illuminated 
with  feveral  Glafs  Luflres,  (the  Scene  taken  from  the 
place  at  Vaux-FLalF)  Variety  of  People  appear  in  Maf- 
querade,  and  a  grand  Comic  Ballad  is  perform’d  by  diffe¬ 
rent  Charaffers  to  Englijh ,  Scotch ,  Irijh  and  FrenchUxm^s^ 
which  concludes  the-  whole. 
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Then  follows  the  Mafque  of  the  Judgment  ofTaris ,  &c. 
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
